He annihilated 
them. He hit them and it was all 
over. They were husky fellows, good 
hoxers, And they didn’t have a 
chance.

Rerlenbach started as an amateur 
wrestler. He made the last Ameri- 
can Olympic team as a wrestler.

The “Death and Injury” map of 

Atlanta, six feet square and studded 
with red and yellow tacks, wiil be 
placed on exhibit during the week in 
a downtown show window as a part 
of the educational work of the At- 
lanta Safety council. 
* Thirty-seven crimson tacks Indicate 
that at these points in Atlanta, since 
January 1, somebody was killed in an 
automobile accident. There are 613 
yellow tacks, each pointing out the 
site of an automobile accident in 
which some person was hurt serious- 
iy enough to result in a report to the 
police. As the map was prepared 
fom police station records, only offi- 
cial reports are considered, and it is 
known that hundreds of accidents oc- 
curred in which the victims were sent 
to private hospitals or their homes 
an’? in which no report reached the 
police authorities. 

The relation of traffie-congestion to 
accidents is shown by the great mass 
of tacks in the business district. Fully 
35 ner cent of the injuries occurred 
within a circle of half-mile radius 
with Five Points as its center. How-

“The Other Mile.” 


A great teacher once startled his 
hearers with the sensational doctrine 
that if someone compels you to go 
with him one mile, you do that, and 
then go another mile with him on 
your own account. The background 
on which he was placing bis idea was 
the immemorial custom of goverm 
ments of impressing the persons or 
property of their private citizens for 
public service. He was talking to a 
group of people who were intensely 
religious. He was saying iv substance. 
“You teach obedience to law. If a 
man is required by law to go one 
mile, you say he should go. ‘That is 
all right, but I say he should do more 
than that; he should go two miles.” 

Nowhere has the distinction be 
tween a religion of law, and a relig- 
idm of love, been so tersely and 
clearly stated. The first mile is the 
payment of a debt, the second mile 
is a gracious gift. 

Legal Religion, 

There is a relig.om expressing it 
self in many different forms, which 
is in spirit a legal religion. In its es 
sence it is a contract with God, He 
requires so much of a man, If a man 
meets these requirements, he is ac 
counted “righteous,” and receives a 
reward. If he fails, he is “anright- 
cous,” and receives punishment. In 


sible alternative in life must be pro 
vided for with a rule. Religion is a 
system of rules. So men look out- 
side of themselves for their standard 
of living, and feel satisfied if they 
have met the required standard. One 
who has been required to go one mile, 
and has gone, is, Yo that extent, per- 
fect, and comes back with a sense of 
self-satisfaction. 

This spirit of commercial legalism 
has found a ready hospitality im the 
minds of many men in every age. It 
certainly has the advantage of fur- 
nishing the easiest solution of mora 
questions.

France Holds Whip Hand in Europe, Says 
_- Frank Simonds, and Can Successfully Veto 
Any Attempt To Come Between Her and 
Germany.

Washington, Noyember 17.—Whatever service or disservice to the 
world the last attemtpt of American statesmanship to participate in a 
European discussion has rendered, it must at least have made clearer 
io this country the fundamental fact of European conditions, namely, 
that there can be no American participation save upon European terms 
and that, specifically, it is not possible to assist in any solution of the 
reparations or other German questions, save as we are prepared to meet 
‘the French terms. 

Mr. Hughes’ latest gesture failed because it did not recommend it- 
self to M. Poincare dnd to the French people as offering them any ad- 
ditional help in collecting the money owed them» by wy or any 
new measure of security from eventful German attack But the French 
were only willing to enter a conference which could be expected to con- 
tribute to their own advantage, or more exactly, it was inevitable that 
they would refuse to participate if they thought that so far from gaining 
they would lose by the experiment.

Great Britain and Italy were will- 
ing to consent to the kind of confer- 
ence we suggested because they be- 
lieved that if we went to any confer- 
ence we would become involved and 
have in the end to participate actu- 
ally, dropping the unofficial pose. The 
British didn't want our advice; they 
hoped when our representatives got 
to the conference they would act with 
Britain and against France, which is 
just what happened at the Washing- 
ton conference, and that would 
strengthen the British and weaken 
the French position in the world. 

Italy and Belgium hoped that when 
our representatives got to the con- 
ference they would see that it was 
useless to try to solve the reparations 
problem without dealing with the debt 
question concomitantly and would 
persuade our government of the truth 
as they had discovered it. We offered 
Europe something that it did not 
want. France declined it because 
France felt that there was a menace 
to itself in the proposal. Britain, 
Italy and Igium consented, be- 
cause they thought that we might be 
persnaded to do something beside 
what we had offered. 

Even conceiving that it had been 
possible for M. Poincare to yield and 
permit a conference, such a confer- 
ence was doomed to failure from the 
outset. Because whatever might be 
conceded in the prospectus, France is 
never going to let the United States 
or any other nation intervene be- 
tween herself and Germany as long 
as she has the power to prevent it, 
save as the nations which undertake 
to intervene assure France on their 
own account of what she purposes to 
get from Germany otherwise. 


What Haghes’ Plan 


Meant to France. 

Now, although mucb has been said 
in this country of the Hughes pro- 
posal as an offer “to help Europe.” 
there was from the French angle no 
help in sight. It was plain that the 
single actual result of the conference 
must be the reduction of the sum of 
reparations, which meant a reduc- 
tion of the French claim upon Ger- 
many. But et the moment when he 
embraced this project, Mr. Hughes 
clearly indicated that there could be 
no discussion of the reduction of what 
France owed the United States. 

This condition seemed logica) and 


American politicians werc becoming 
conce and, in order to relieve 
domestic conditions, were anxious to 
bring about a restoration of the Ger- 
man markets and of the »ther Euro- 
pean markets dependent upon them. 
And in addition it meant that Amer- 
jean investors in German securities. 
German currency, in German affairs: 
generally, were disturbed and were 
urging their government to do some 
thing to save their investments. 

In the second place—and. however 
inaccurate the assumption may seem. 
it must be accepted as having great 
weight—the French saw in the Amer- 
ican action a new success for British 
diplomacy. Frenchman generally be- 
lieved and believe that in some fashion 
Licyd George and the government 
of Stanley Baldwin had succeeded 
in enlisting the suppert of Mr. 
Hughes for that course which they 
had been pursuing for several years. 
for their policy of saving Germany 
at French expense, using the French 
description. 

Insofar as Agnerican statesmanship 
was acting in the interest of Amer- 
ican trade and finance Frenchmen 


generally recognized the rights of the 
government thus to act. But they 
did resent the constant stntement in 
the American press that there was 
no material consideration involved in 
the Hughes operation, nothing but 
sheer idealism To this American in- 
terest they opposed their swn French 
interests. They argued, quite patent: 
ly, that if the United States were so 
eager to restore Gernan markets to 
save the interests of American pro- 
duction, then it was necessary first 
for the American governiacnt to ap- 
preciate French interests, 


In a word, the French at once re 
pulsed the whole idea thai the Ameri- 
can intervention bad any dominant 


idealistic note; they accepteca it as 
a matter of business. But it it was 
a matter of business, then the whole 
situation was changed ind it became 
a conflict of interests, of material in 
terests; and such a confiict called for 
a compromise. If we were to he bene 
fited by a reduction of the total] of 
reparations which mignt improve the 
German purchasing power, since that 
reduction must diminish Fren-b 
claims, we should be prepare’ to di 
minish our claims upon France.

The French said that the American 
government could not *xpect France 
to go into a conference to reduce the 
size of French claims unless at the 
same conference there was to be 
reduction of American claims. And 
there ‘never was any chance that the 
French would consent to dis‘uss the 
major questior as a part of the 
agenda unless we agreed to the deht 
question on the same basis. 

We said, we continue to say, that 
we offered to help Europe and even 
to help France. The Fenech say that 
we undertook to hetp ourselves 
through restoration of the German 
markets, but that, alth«ugh we were 
unmistakably serving our own le¢giti- 
mate if selfish interests. we refused to 
recognize the similar interests of 
France. Now I am not trving here 
to establish the rizht »r wrone of the 
French views, but only the fact of 
these views. for it was the tact thet 
was and is important.

Once the French refused to con 
cede our purpose was unselfish, ideal- 
istic and humanitarian and ucided to 
view it as the legitimate pursuit of 
material interests, tuen they wer 
bound to refuse to pernit eny fur 
ther progress unless their »#wn ma 
terial interests, placed in ‘eopar.iv 
they thought, by our »vposals, were 
protected. In sum, the real chance vf 
a conference never survived the ap 
pearance in Mr. Hughes first note 
of his declaration excluding the debt 
question from the field of opveratiuns 
of the experts.

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MARY BORDEN-TURNER, NOVELIST 


Mary Borden-Turner, whose pseu 
donym is Bridget Madlagan, is in 
reality Mrs. Mary Bor len-Turner 
Spiers. She is a Chicago heiress. th 
{daughter of the late William Borden 
and the granddaughter of the late 
John Borden, of condensed milk fame 
She married into the British militar) 
sristocracy. Her first husband was 
Captain Turner and her present hus 
band is Fdward Lewit 
Spiers, of the British army.

Outside of New York and Cincin 
nati there are few cities in the United 
States where one is privileged to hear 
great choral wurks of past and pres- 
ent masters adequately presented. 
The Society of the Friends of Music 
is made up of an excellently trained 
and salaried+ chorus, directed by 
Stephen Townsend, dnd financed and 
maintained by a wealthy and influen- 
tial group of guarantors. 

On this occasion there was a chorus 
of 200 voices, the Metropolitan or 
chestra augmented to 113 pieces, un 
der the direction of Artur Bodansky 
and four soloists, Mmes. Elizabeth 
Rethberg, Charles Cahier, and M. AM. 
Orville Herrold and Paul Bender. Tre 
cost of the production including re- 
hearsals snd one performance war 
ever $23,000. “= 

Hans Pfitzner, a German ‘com- 
poser, who, according to one of the 
critics, “is vegarded by his country- 
men as the latest manifestation of 
Germany's musical supremacy,” based 
this work upon a group of lyrical 
poems by the poet von Eichendorff— 
frarments of verse and tnaxims, which 
have the effect of a series of pictures 
heund together by a common idea. 
They are linked by wonderful orches- 
tra] interludes, which form at once a 
musical background and a develop- 
ment of the mood leading from one 
song to the next. 

First Performance. 

The first performance of the work 
was in Strassburg in 1913, with Ger 
many at the height of her most pros 
perous era, and the underlying pbil 
osophy of words and music seems 
strangely and uncannily prophetic of 
the post-war pessimism which has 
enculfed her. 

Under Mr. Bodansky’s able leader- 
ship it was a notable production of # 
stupendous work; chorus, solo and or- 


'chestral parts being alike performed 


with consummate style and finish. 

Interest in music and a loyal sup 
port of the art in New York is an 
overwhelming reality, when one con- 
siders that the city maintains three 
distinct symphony orchestra organi- 
zations and supports two separate se- 
ries of ten concerts each, given by 
the Philadelphia and Boston sym- 
phony orchestras respectively. Begin- 
ning October 10, there are 53 sym- 
phony concerts scheduled in Carnegie 
Hall alone before the first of January, 
not including numerous others held 
in Aeolian Hall. 

The attendance at all times its re-

Macon, Ga., November 10,—Each 
of the twelve district presidenta ot 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
clubs will be asked to preside a «lay 
over the two weeks’ institute for the 
training in civie leadersuip of women 
which will. be held at Mercer uriver- 
sity, June 17 to July 2, of this year, 
it was announced here today. - Mrs. 
H. D. Russell of this city, state fed- 
eration chairman of the comunittee on 
arrangements, is mailing letters to 
each of the district presidents today 
asking if this plan mects with their 
approval. 

The entire program for the ineti- 
tute, which is under the auspices of 
the Georgia Federation of Wemien’s 
clubs, and is put on by the Macon 
feceration and Mercer university, is 
being planned this far ahend. The 
plan for the courses to be offered dur- 
ing the two weeks of meeting promise 
one of the most complete training 
schools for women ever conducted in 
the south. 

To further complete the plans for 
the June institute delegates from every 
civic organization in teorxia have 
been asked to attend a conference to 
be held at Mercer on November 14 to 
discuss plans and propose issues. The 
Macon federation and Dr. Rufus W. 
Weaver, president of the university, 
will be hosts at a banquet on the 
night of the 14th to the conference 
delegates in the Daniel Marshall din- 
ing hall on the campus. Prominent 
speakers asked to be present at that 
time include Governor Clifford Walk- 
er, President Parks of the Georvia 
State Collece for Women; N. H. Bal- 
lard, of the state board of education; 
¥.. Roger Miller, executive secretary 
of the Macon Chamber of Commerce, 
and other leading educators. 

The success of the first institute. 


which was held last year on the 
Mercer campus June 18 to 23, was 
such that the two hundred students 
present unanimously voted to request 
Mercer and the Macon federation to 
hold another in 1924. So that the 
courses might be much more extensive 
for this year, the time for the seeond 
institute has been extended to twv 
weeks instead of the one of last year. 

Those attending the institute last 
year were asked to make arrangements 
with Macon friends for board and 
rooms. The plan for this year’s meet- 
ing is to let every delegate or student 
desiring to do so stay in“one of the 
college dormitories and eat in the din- 
ing hall on the campus. 

The institute is operated in connec- 
tion with the Mercer summer schoo!

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Was Dr. Graves Innocent in Poisoning CaseP 


Physicians Had Every Reason to Help Mrs. Barnaby "¢s alone received $2,500 for his 
Alive, Thomson Believes, and Crude Method of 
Murder Not One a Scientist Would Choose.

HAVE selected the case of 

the poisoning of Mrs. Barna- 

by because I believe that it 

was one of those very rare 

cases in which there was a 

miscarriage of justice and an 
innocent man was convicted of mur- 
der. It happened more than thirty 
years ago, and the actors in the drama 
are either dead or scattered. We can 
therefore comment on it with free- 
dom, 

After a trial which lasted for a 
whole month, Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves, M. D., of Harvard, was found 
guilty at Denver of the murder of 
Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, and was,sen- 
tenced to death. He appealed to the 
supreme court, but while a new trial 
was pending he committed suicide in 
prison by taking poison, and there the 
case had perforce to rest. It is not 
an easy case to review because the 
records no longer exist: they were de- 
stroyed by fire more than twenty 
years ago and there is no survivor left 
in Denver from whom all the details 
can be reconstructed. If Dr. Graves 
was guilty he was one of the most 
hardened liars that the world has ever 
seen, for, knowing himself to be stand- 
ing on the threshold of eternity, he 
took a solemn oath that he was inno- 
cent. 

The victim of the murder was Jose- 
phine Barnaby, a widow, living in 
Boston on very ample means. Her 
only daughter, who was married to 
John H. Conrad, died and 
she was left with no near 
relative except her son-in- 
law. Their common grief 
drew them together and Mrs. 

Barnaby made a will leaving 
everything to him. He knew 

that he was to be her heir. 

‘ In the summer of 1889, 

when she was about fifty- 

five, Mrs. Barnaby went to 

a camp in the Adirondack 
mountains. She had occasion 

to call in a doctor and she 

sent for Dr. T. Thatcher 

Graves, whose acquaintance 

she had made in the camp. 

Dr. Graves was at that time 

about fifty. He was mar- 

ried and lived with his wife 

in Boston, where he had a 
lucrative practice, besides having a 
considerable fortune of his own. His 
wife and mother were beneficiaries 
under his will. Mrs. Barnaby was one 
of those women who are prone to 
sudden and almost violent friend- 
ships. 

Dr. Graves’ influence soon became 
so strong that she consulted him about 


everything—her investments, her 
daily life and even her religion. Mat- 
ters went so far, indeed, that she made 
him manager of her estate, which was 
worth several hundred thousand dol- 
She invited him and his wife to 
stay with her in New York city, and 
during that visit she made a second 
will bequeathing $75,000 to *Dr. 
Graves as a reward for his services 
and a token of her friendship to him. 
This did not leave her son-in-law, 
Conrad, unprovided for; he was still 
to inherit the larger part of her for- 
lune, | 

This infatuation for her new friend 
cannot have been very pleasant to her 
son-in-law, who found himself sup- 
planted in his position of business ad- 
viser and confidant of his mother-in- 


ears. 


aw. It is not recorded that he knew 
about the second will, but probably 
it was no secret; and he must have 
felt that there was nothing to pre- 
vent so impulsive a lady from making 
a third will excluding him altogeth- 
er if the intimacy with her new friend 
ripened any further. 


|‘ March, 1891, Mrs. Barnaby went 
to California with her friend, 
Mrs. Worrell, of Denver, to pay 
a visit to friends in that state.

The expert chemists discovered in it 
sufficient arsenic to- cause the death 
of thirty people.

tained a bottle of whiskey and wrap- 
ped around the bottle was a note, 
“Wishing you all a happy new year. 
Accept this fine old whiskey from 
your friends in the woods.”’ 


Why are people so foolish as to 
eat or drink things that are mailed 
to them by strangers? It does not 


appear to have struck Mrs. Barnaby 
or her friends as strange that the per- 
son who sent the gift should have 
known that she was staying at the 
Worrells—a fact that could have been 
known by only one or two people, 
and that he did not know -that 
she was on a visit to California 
at the time. The package had been 
mailed from the vicinity of Boston, 
but they could scarcely have sus- 
pected that’ Dr. Graves had sent 
such a gift as a joke. But none of 
these considerations troubled them. 
On the following day, April 13, Mrs. 
Worrell suggested that they should 
open the bottle and taste the liquor. 
They drank several glasses and both 
became violently ill, A doctor was 
summoned: Mrs. Worrell recovered

In 
the meantime, a new district attorney 
was appointed: But Dr. Graves and 
Mis friends had mo confidence in him 
and it appeared as if the case might 
be dragged on for months and even 
years. Dr. Graves had expended near- 
ly all his money and he felt that if he 
continued the struggle his wife and 
aged mother would be left unpro- 
vided for. 
The supreme court hav- 
ing* granted a new trial, he 
was imprisoned in Denver, 
awaiting trial for murder for 
the second time, when, dur- 
ing the first week in Sep- 
tember, he was found dead 
in his cell from poison self- 
administered and believed to 
be cyanide of potassium. In 
those days, no doubt, it was 
quite easy for a prisoner to 
conceal a poison from the 
authorities. Near the body 
were two letters written 
nearly a month before. They 
were dated August 9, 1893. 
To the coroner he had written:— 
‘Dear Sir, Please do not hold 
an autopsy upon my remains. 
The cause of death may be given 
as follows: ‘Died from persecu- 
tion, worn out, exhausted.’  T. 
Thatcher Graves.” 


The second letter was addressed to 
the public. It contained his own ac- 
count of the c#Se and said that death 
was the only way in which he could 
stop wasting of his fortune in a vain 
Struggle ag@inst the poisoned fount of 
justice. The letter ended in these 
words: 

‘‘Allow me to repeat that which 

1 have often said publicly and 

privately: ‘Upon my solemn Ma- 

sonic oath, I, T. Thatcher 

Graves, did not have anything to 

do in any way, shape, manner 

or deed with the -death of Mrs. 

Barnaby. 1 write this knowing 

what the future will soon have in 

store for me.”’ 


So much for the facts. It may be 
said that a man, conscious of his inno- 
cence, would not commit suicide on

for silver at the Crest, or whether we 
should divide our money and try our 
luck elsewhere, we flipped a penny 
for decision. It came down “head,” 
and we stayed. 


ND then came a period of honest 
activity—a time when we picked, 
wedged, drilled, and blasted our way 


‘through solid rock, down into subter- 


fanean darkness, toward the bowels 
of the earth. Day after day, with 
hopeful souls, we followed that ignis 
fatuus, the thread of ore, which led, 
we knew, to the motherlode ahd for- 
tune. Sam, with praiseworthy pa- 
tience, taught mie everything. I 
learned to swing a hammer with 
either hand, to hold a drill so that it 
would not “lock,” to tamp, gad, and 
fire a shot as well as most miners. He 
also taught me to sharpen and temper 
a drill, to point a pick, to make raw- 
hide buckets, and many of the tricks 
and shifts he had picked up during his 
manifold experience. For me it was 
certainly a liberal education in rock 
mining and bush handicraft—things 
whieh, since that time, have served 
me in good stead. 

For the first few weeks we went 
into Silverton only when we needed 
provisions, water, or other necessa- 


ries. The fact was, we were blase, 
and that shoeak (native beer), flash 
barmaids, billiards, gambling, free 
fights and the other delights of town 
had lost their charm. After awhile, 
however, this I’ve-seen-it-all feeling 
wore away, and we were glad to re- 
lieve the monotony of our life on the 
claim by joining the Saturday night 
crowd. After which 1 was wont to 
prop Sam up over the five miles of 
rocky track that led to our hillside 
camp. I trust that the reader will 
make a special note of this, as it is 
possible that Sam may write his ex- 
periences, and I have no doubt he will 
be ungrateful enough to insist that 
the duty of propping was his. 

It is said that one may become ac- 
customed to anything. Whether this 
statement can be accepted in its en- 
tirety Or not is more than I can say; 
but that one may get used to danger 
and be thoughtless of its consequence, 
[ can vouch for. To those whose 
lives are spent in business and other 
quiet callings this may seem strange. 
| think, however, that the truth of it 
will be acknowledged by those who 
have followed occupations involving 
bodily risk and hardship. When Sam 
and I began sinking our shaft, he in- 
variably took upon himself the partic- 
ular and dangerous work. Sam it was 
who, at first, always lighted the fuses, 
went below after the shots, and did 
everything of a like nature. In course 
of time we took such things by turns, 
and it was then that 1 realized how 
careless of danger one may become. 


OU know perhaps that, in pre- 

paring for a blast, it is necessary 
first to drill a hole. If dynamite be 
used, as in our case, the detonating 
cap is fitted to the end of the fuse, and 
both are firmly pushed into the stick 
of explosive. Fuse, cap, and dyna- 
mite being thus connected, they are 
then lowered into the hole, the end of 


the fuse only remaining visible. Now, 
instead of directly lighting the end of 
the fuse, the careful miner bends it 
over, and places a small piece of light- 
ed candle underneath the “blight.” 
This serves two purposes: it econo- 
mizes fuse, and, as it takes a minute 
or so for the flame to reach the pow- 
der, it gives more time for the man be- 
low to ascend to safety. It is also a 
safeguard against defective fuses, that 
is, fuse that burns too rapidly and 
causes the explosion before it is due. 


We were down about forty feet, | 
think, when one noontime, having 
put in three good charges, Sam, with 
the aid of the rope for the purpose, 
pulled himself up the jagged lower 
side of our slanting shaft, while I re- 
mained below to put the finishing 
touches to the fuses. A shout from 
above assured me that all was ready. 
Placing one foot in the bowline, or 
loop, at the end of the hoist rope, | 
arranged my three candle ends under 
their respective fuses, and sung out to 
be pulled up. The line tautened in- 
stantly, and | went up toward the sun- 
light, thinking about a fox terriér I 
wanted to buy. For a few yards the 
Slant of the shaft caused my feet to 
drag, and when I reached the perpen- 
dicular part, | began to swing violently 
from side to side. Holding on to the 
rope with one hand, | tried to steady 
myself with the other. My exertion, 
however, was useless. About half- 
way up my head struck against the 
hanging wall with such force that for 
an instant I lost consciousness, and 
dropped. 1 landed on the foot wall 
and rolled downward, tearing my 
hands on the sharp rock edges in a 
vain effort to stop myself. Within 
a few feet of the lighfed mine my 
clothing caught on a jutting piece of 
rock, and there I hung, yelling with 
might and main for the rope, and ex- 
pecting each moment to be blown to 
atoms. 1 forgot in my terror, that, 
because of the slant at the lower part 
of the shaft, the rope could not reach 
me. The starting fizz of one of the 
fuses brought-me to my senses. Mad- 
ly tearing myself loose, I leaped to the 
bottom, plucked out the fuses, drew 
off the detonators, and burst out into 
a cold sweat. Then I saw Sam’s 
legs. At the risk of his own life the 
brave-fellow had slid down to my as- 
sistance. 

Beyond a choice collection of bruis- 
es and several unsightly cuts, | was 
unhurt, and in a few days I was able 
to resume work again. 

Three months of hammer and drill, 
pick and shovel, dynamite and winch- 
work, found us at a depth of eighty 
feet—and still no signs of silver. | 
must say that during this time we had 
not lived as cheaply as we might have 
done, and as a result, our funds were 
once more down to a low ebb, Re- 
sorting to credit again we labored on, 
however, harder than ever, hopimg 
that each shot might reveal the widen- 
ing seam. Although we knew that 
such a state of affairs could not last 
long, we tacitly agreed to borrow no 
trouble of the future, and went about 
with faces like those fair apples which, 
until they are cut into, show no signs 
of the canker at their heart. 
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One morning I was surprised when 
I awoke without the usual call from 
Sam. I noticed that the tent was ex- 
ceedingly hot for such an early hour. 
Instead of getting up, however, or 
eevn opening my eyes, I merely lay 
and sweltered, waiting for Sam’s hail. 
At last the heat and the flies became 
unbearable, and I sat up. To my as- 
tonishment, Sam was not in his 
stretcher.

An iguana, looting our provi- 
sion box, darted out of the tent at the 
sound; but there was no answer. |! 
ran outside. . Though the sun was well 
up, no campfire had been lighted; 
and I marveled greatly. Returning to 
the tent I looked at my watch and 
found it wads after ten o’clock. For 
half an hour or so | poked around, 
wondering what had become of my 
partner. Of a sudden I remembered 
that I had not seen his blanket; and 
as soon as | had assured myself of this 
fact the problem was solved. For in 
the bush, if a man goes away with only 
his water bag, his billy, or his gun, he 
will come back. If, on the other hand, 
he takes his blanket, then you may be 
sure he is gone for good. 

Yes, Sam had gone—skipped—va- 
moosed, and I was left to face the 
music of our creditors. 

It was a queer sensation I exper- 
ienced that morning as I sat in the 
miamia, or bough-covered shelter, 
outside our tent, and ate my solitary 
breakfast. I felt that the end of the 
world had come, and that I, the sole 
survivor, was left to delve forever on 
that rocky hillside. Out in the sun 
the jewel-eyed lizards basked on the 
hot stones, the leaves of the gums 
hung straight and motionless, the 
wide spread arms of the wind sail at 
the shaft were without belly; even the 
cicalas had ceased their chirping, and 
all about the camp was still. 1 never 
remembered it so still before. 


All the morning I wandered aim-

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‘Who Owned the First Bath Tub in Atlantar 


The Old Gag About the Bathtub and Saturday Night Is

HE ‘sien asked me to write 

a feature story for this issue 

of The Constitution Sunday 

Magazine.

Getting on the trail of this bathtub 


Story, the first question to be answered’ 


was, ‘“‘Who owned the first bathtub in 
the city of Atlanta? 

After futile interviews with a dozen 
or more of our oldest citizens—that is, 
futile as far as the main question was 
concerned, but Suite fruitful or inci- 
dental items sbciet ancient bathing— 
inspiration led toward the Kimball 
House. Somehow, whenever you want 
to delve into local history, the Kimball 
House comes to mind as a landmark. 

Of course, everyone knows that the 
present, the ‘‘New Kimball” is merely 
the successor to the “Old Kimball” 
which was burnt many years ago. 
However, the present structure is old 
enough to offer promise of informa- 
tion dating back to the early days of 
bathtubs. 


From the big placque in the lobby, 
which tells the names of all individuals 
who had anything to do with the build- 
ing of the place, the name of ‘“‘Hunni- 
cut and Bellingrath” was noted. They 
were the plumbers. who had the plumb, 
ing contract when the new Kimball 
was built. 

Next step was a call on J. E. Hun- 
nicut, at his office in the Candler 
building— 

“Who owned the first bathtub in 
Atlanta, Mr. Hunnicut?”’ 

‘‘My father,’’ was the answer, quick 
and snappy, just like that. 

Thank the gods of bathing, that 
question was answered. 

Further conversation with Mr. Hun- 
nicut elicited oceans of early bathing 
information. 

His father, Calvin Hunnicut (the 
Hunnicut of ‘‘Hunnicut & Belling- 
rath’’), put the first bathtub in his resi- 
dence on the lot which now forms the 
block bounded by West Peachtree, 
Pine, Hunnicut and Spring streets. 
This was some time in the 1860s. 
There was no such thing as water- 
works in Atlanta in those days, and 
this pioneer bathtub was filled from a 
big tank in the roof over the bath- 
room. The tank, in turn, was filled 
from a pump in the yard, with mo- 
tive power supplied by the young Hun- 
nicuts, of whom the present ‘J. E.” 
was one. 

“Tank held enough water for the 
whole family to bathe,’’ he said. ‘But 
afterwards we used to have to man 
the pumps and fill her up again. That 
was some job.” 

Mr. Hunnicut’s father was not only 
the plumber for the New Kimball. He 
was also the plumber for the Old Kim- 
ball. The original building had, at the 
outside, four bathtubs in it. Then, 
when the New Kimball was built, they 
put in about a dozen. Today, of 
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course, practically all the rooms have 
bathrooms, but these have been put in 
from time to time as the building has 
been modernized, until today it boasts 
practically every convenience of the 
most modern hotels, with the added 
attraction of larger rooms than most 
of the hotels they are building today 


- can boast. 


“Hunnicut & Bellingrath’’ was the 


first plumbing concern in Atlanta, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hunnicut’s belief. 


O that’s that. Mr. Hunnicut claims 
for his family the distinction of 
having the first

HE first bathtub in one city of 
Georgia was not a bathtub at all, 


it was a burial vault. (In order not 
to embarrass this city today, its name 
is withheld. ) 

Anyway, here’s the story: 

A prominent citizen of said city died 
in New York. His body was shipped 
home for interment. The New York 
undertaker placed the casket in a 
metal burial vault for shipment. When 
it arrived at destination, the local un- 
dertaker was so impressed with this 
vault—he had never seen one like it 
before—that he appropriated it for his 
own use as a bathtub. It was the talk 
of the town. 


But getting back to Atlanta— 

Prior to the installation of Atlanta’s 
waterworks, some time in the seven- 
ties, the bathtubs in use were all con- 


nected with private water supplies, 
either by hand-pumping, like the Hun- 
nicut’s, or from some other source of 
private water supply. The old James 
mansion on Peachtree street, later the 
governor’s mansion, and now torn 
down to make way for the new Henry 
Grady hotel, had one bathtub when it 
was first built. The. water supply 
eame from a private well in the back- 
yard. 

The first waterworks were located 
at Lakewood, on the stream that now 


runs into the lake out there. . There 
was one big wheel, with four pistons 
running from its spokes to four suction 
pumps. When all four were working 
at once, the supply was too great for 
the city’s needs, and usually only one, 
or at most two, would be connected. 
In case of a fire, a2 message was sent 
to the station, and the other pistons 
were coupled to their pumps. 

When the waterwcrks were first 
opened, the city held a big celebra- 
tion. The volunteer fire departments 
paraded all over town, and at each 
water plug they “coupled up” and 
threw a stream of water into the air 
to show the force behind it. 


ODAY, there are estimated to be 

at least two bathtubs for every 
automobile in the United States. This, 
it is rumored, is because after dad has 
taken the family for an afternoon ride, 
it takes two bathtubs to get the dust 
and grime out of his system. The old 
vaudeville gag about the bathtub and 
Saturday night is obsolete, except in 
the wilds of New York, where they 
still use fhe tub as a coal bin, in some 
instances. 

Nearly everybody today has discov- 
ered the bathtub and it is rare to find 
anyone who doesn’t know what you 
mean when referring to it. It is men- 
tioned in conversation without.a blush, 
though frequently the happy liar who 
talks about his daily cold tub, would 
blush if he had any conscience. The 
modern tub is made either of cast iron 
with enamel aprons, or if extra heavy 
porcelain. It costs anywhere from 
$50 to $400, and even more, if you 
are anxious to spend that vast income.

LL day yesterday | waited,” 
so one of my working com-

“On account of lack of coal we 
have no bread to sell.” 


Most of the food must be brought 
in from outside. ‘‘Ruhr. street’? has 
many war gardens but the mines and 
factories are too thick to permit the 
number needed. The manning of the 
railroads by French and other import- 
ed workers is considered so inade- 
quate and untrustworthy and so hate- 
ful that every pound of ‘‘Lebensmit- 
tel” 1s brought by means of trucks.

ANY talented southerners, mi- 
grating eastward in a steady 
stream for some years past, 
have reflected honor and 
glory upon their respective 
localities, but it remained for 

the art of Lula Volimer, Atlanta gir! 
who won success in the business world 
before taking up playwriting, to trans- 
plant enough of hér native soil to 
make a remote and little known sec- 
tion of the south—the North Carolina 
mountains — celebrated. Miss Voll- 
mer enjoys the dduble distinction of 
having two plays from her pen on the 
boards in one season. ‘Sun Up,” 
which opéned May 24, is still holding 
its own at the Lenox Hill treater, up- 
town, while “The Shame Woman,”’ 
at the Greenwich Village, has since 
been added to the list of current at- 
tractions. 


Atlanta radio enthusiasts who were 
listening in on Wednesday evening, 
October 17, had the unique opportu- 
nity of hearing the last act of “Sun 
Up,” which was broadcasted by the 
players on that date throughout the 
‘south. With this, her first produc- 
tion, the author has made a notable 
contribution to American folk lore and 
measurabfy enriched the literature of 
our stage. She presents a sensitive 
and engrossing study of human nature 
in a region so far removed from com- 
mercial and political centers of our 
national life that news more recent 
than the civil war has not yet pene- 
trated. The fidelity of Miss Vollmer’s 
characterizations can be fully appre- 
ciated only by those familiar with the 
types portrayed. Unmistakably, she 
knows the codes and customs of the 
mountaineer. 

Since backwoods speech, like negro 
dialect, can be enunciated truly by 
none but natives, it is not surprising 
that the most convincing interpreta- 
tions of Miss Vollmer’s text are given 
by two southern women who head 
the cast, Lucille LaVerne and Anne 
Elstner. The former.is well and fa- 
forably known in Atlanta where, a 
few seasons back, at the head of the 
Lyric Stock company her work was 
indorsed by the Drama league. She 
was seen more recently on the screen 
as Mother Frochard in Griffith’s “‘Or- 
phans of the Storm,’’ with Lillian Gish 
and Joseph Schildkraut. 

In her present role Miss LaVerne is 
seen as the Widow Cagle, a monu- 
mental figure of courage, fortitude 
and sincerity. The character partakes 
of the rugged simplicity and grandeur 
of the surrounding mountains. Fiercely 
primitive, she obeys the only law she 
knows, tha t of the lawless, a life for 
a life. Widow Cagle is equally at 
home handling a rifle or a corncob 
pipe. The latter serves as a2 barom- 
eter for her emotional states, puffed 
slowly or furicusly. Tears or kisses 
are not for this pioneer spirit. She 
sends her only son to France with no 
farewell but this: “When yer shoots, 
Rufe, shoot ter kill.” But the mother 
heart is there, under a flinty exterior. 
Happily for Miss LaVerne, the part is 


a big one, allowing the actress ample * 


scope for her own expansive soul. 
Widow Cagle’s nobility knows no limit 
except that of environment and tra- 
sition. 
SOLATED from. the “world of 
events, Widow Cagle hears with 
Surprise word of the latest ‘“feud’’ 
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with enemies across the sea. “Huns? ”’ 
she repeats, wonderingly, ‘“‘Who are 
they?’’ The answer means nothing 
to her untutored mind. ‘‘Well,’’ she 
drawls indifferently, “Huns or Ger- 
man, calls ’em whatever yer likes, 
they Tl always be ‘Yankees’ ter me.” 

The author has shown a fine regard 
for symbolism in constructing her 
play. The scenes progress with Widow 
Cagle’s enlightenment from summer 
to autumn, then winter ts followed by 
sun-up as a‘new vision dispels her 
spiritual darkness.

Somehow she knew that ‘‘There ain’t 
na danger if you’re not afeared,” tho’ 
She had never heard the word psy- 
chology. She had only to realize that 
hate breeds feuds and wars to put hate 
out of her heart forever. It was sun 
down when Rufe went away and sun 
up when his spirit voice whispered the 
creed of brotherhood in her ear. With 
rapt look she exclaiméd ‘‘I never knew 
nothin’ about love except fer lovin’ 
you.

Verne struggled manfully to adapt 
her own Cultured phrases to the crude 
and unconsciously humorous mes- 
Sages she was asked to transcribe. Ac- 
cording to Miss LaVerne every letter 
began the same way: 


“I take my pen in hand to drap 
you a few lines. I am well and doin’ 
well-and hope this finds you en- 
joyin’ God’s blessin’.”’ Invariably ihe 
letter ended with an apology for Mrs. 
LaVerne’s part in the proceedings, 
such as “Excuse poor writin’ and 
spellin’.”’ 

O no other player in “Sun Up” 

do Miss Volilmer’s lines and situa- 
tions owe more of their plausibility 
than to Anne Elstner, the young 
southern girl who plays Emmy, the 
forlorn, dumb little mountain war 
bride. In quaint, awkward Carriage, 
in every inflection of voice she lives 
her part before the audience. The 
wide-eyed wonder of the embryonic 
soul to whom all of life is a question, 
the startled self-consciousness of 
youth when maturity is thrust upon 
it, the high-pitched virginal tones of 
a creature reared in frigid isolation 
from its kind, all that and more Anne 
Elstner sends across the footlights as 
tangibly as if she were Emmy in the 
flesh. Perhaps the most valued, be- 
cause unintentional, praise her work 
has called forth was from the critic 
who dubbed her ‘‘an unprepossessing 
but talented actress.’’ In other words, 
Emmy was not the writer’s ideal of a, 
social success. 

To make her attractive self ‘‘un- 
prepossessing’’ requires no little art, 
but Miss Elstner had done it whenever 
occasion required since that time 
when, as a dramatic student, she won 
$50 as first prize for the best speak- 
ing and costumed characterization in 
« festival contest sponsored by David 
Belasco, Dr. Frank Crane and other 
notables, the award made by vote of 
the audience.» The contestants in- 
cluded many professionals. This 
young daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jo- 
seph C. Elstner, of San Benito, Texas, 
is a native of Louisiana, and she was 
educated at a convent in Wheeling, 
W. Va. But with each fresh stage 
success another state in Dixie may 
arise and claim her for its own. 

During a visit to the Mexican bor- 
der last summer Miss Elstner was 
honor guest at two banquets, one 
given by the Rotary club of San Ben- 
ito and the other by the Rotarians of 
Brownsville. Prior to this vacation

The man on the receiving end of 
a forward pass has as big a job as 
the passer. He should run fast and 
‘ow to be as little noticed as possi- 
ble, heading in the diraction of an 
open space, and trying to get ahead 
of the defensive back. Sometimes 
this can be done by making a bluff 
at the defensive back as though at- 
tempting to block him. He will 
jump to the side and let the runner 
go by so fhat he is in the open. As 


he runs to the open he should turn 
his head and eyes in the direction 


of the passer, but keep the body 
straight ahead. 

As the pass comes the eyes 
should be right on the ball. When 
possible it should be caught like a 
punt; that is, by extending the arms 
and letting the hands ease and guide 
the ball to the chest and holding it 
there with one hand under it and 
one above. When the pass has to 
be taken on the run, with the ball 
coming from the side or over the 
shoulder, or very high, it should be 
pulled down, as a basketball player 
catches a ball without catching it 
against the body. 

The receiver must never make 
the mistake of putting the hands up 
too soon, as this slows up his 
speed.

Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon well-drawn hands. They mark 
the difference between a good car- 
toon and a poorly drawn one, and 
do much to carry out the expres- 
sion of the figure.

And tracing the word sucker as ap- 
plied to the Broadway genre is an in- 
teresting pursuit. The term came into 
popular usage about 20 years ago.

No one, of course, likes to be 
classed as a sucker. It will start a 
fight almost any place, yet it is strange 
how the word has become a fixed part 
of the language by usage. 

Down in Wall and Broad street 
they refer to any man who is worsted 


some dusty hole in the ground in 
Texas. 

They will tell you along the white 
way that the biggest sucker of them 
all is the so-called wise boy. Broad- 
way does not angle for the country 
bumpkin. That is small time stuff. 

They go after-the man who is ap- 
parently a figure in the world of 
business or a profession. Sometimes 
they will go for years baiting him be- 
fore they finally land hinr high and 
dry. The old story—the bigger they 
are the harder they fall. 

} ERE is an example known to all 
Broadway sophisticates. He is 
a mane who has won a high place in 


life. He had money and was a world 
traveler. Yet his single vice was 
cards. He was a plunger in a poker 
game but wary of his companions. 

A well known gambler“went over 
to London and trought back two pol- 
ished card sharps. They lived at the: 
best hotels and appeared at first nights 
and the opera. They were careful in 
the selection of friends but finally 
were able to be put up at the club 
where the sucker held forth. 

They made no effort to meet him 
for six months and then for three 
months the victim was on an Euro- 
pean trip. When he came back an 
opportune moment came and he was 
introduced. They courted his favor 
very adroitly and once he asked them 
to join him in a poker game but they 
politely refused. 

They were invited to his home and 
met his family—posing as wealih) 
Englishmen. There came a night— 
as the movies say. A game was pro- 
posed at the club. The Englishmen 
lost heavily. The victim to be won. 
This went on for several weeks at dif- 
ferent times. And then the big kill- 
ing. The sucker was taken over the 
jumps for $400,000—one of the 
heaviest one-night losings in the his- 
tory of the street. Two nights later 
he lost $100,000 more. 

The suave sharpers disappeared. It 
was later learned that they also fleeced 
the man who sponsored them and 
who had made it possible for them to 
carry on and win confidence. He, as 
is uSual with the crook who is worsted 
at his own game, squealed. The story 
came out and the sucker was ousied 
from several directorates. 

Those are the games that are he- 
ing played along Broadway every day. 
They play big games for big catches. 
Two of the shrewdest confidence men 
in the history of the street, brothers, 
who are now doing their bit in prison, 
declared on the eve of their sentence 
that they had never seen the man they 
couldn’t trim. ie 

It was, according to their version, 
only a game of waiting and playing 
the proper cards. Incidentally they 
took three of the most influential men 
in town into camp with the oldest of 
come-on games—the fixed horse race. 

Once, as a mere joke, they trimmed 
a detective who had been detailed to 
trail them and land them in prison. 
Another time they actually won five 
thousand dollars in the old shell game 
in the drawing room of one of the 
finest mansions in Fifth avenue. The, 
were invited guests and the victim 
was the host. 

When a sucker runs away with the 
hook, line and sinker, the first thing 
he does is to say: “I can’t imagine 
that happening to me,” and it is just 
that sort of imagination that makes 
him a sucker. No one honestly he- 
heves he is ever going to be a sucker.

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the eve of a new trial, but it may 
equally be said that a man conscious 
of his guilt would not take a perjured 
oath, knowing that he was about to 
die.

These two 
were Dr. Graves and John Conrad, 
who had pressed on the prosecution 
vith so much activity. 


I ET us look at the probabilities of 
4 motive. Dr. Graves had nothing 
to gain from Mrs, Barnaby’s death ex- 
cept the prospect of entering imme- 
diately upon her legacy of $75,00, but 


he was in no neéd of money, he had 
ample means and a lucrative practice, 
and his relations with Mrs. Barnaby 
were such that, so far from there be- 


ing any danger of her revoking her 
will, it was more likely that she would 
make him even larger benefactions. 
Even to have a vague suspicion cast 
upon him of attempting to poison 
would have ruined his practice. If 
he desired to poison Mrs. Barnaby he 
had ample opportunity for doing it 
scientifically. The method that was 
taken by the poisoner of sending a 
bottle of whisky through the mails 
infected with a poison that must in- 
fallibly have been detected, was crude 
and unscientific to the last degree. 
One would have said that no sane 


person in the circumstances of Dr. 

Graves would have thought of it. 
With John Conrad, on the other 

hand, the circumstances were quite 


different. He knew that up. to the 
point when Dr. Graves came upon the 
scene he was the sole beneficiary un- 
der Mrs. Barnaby’s will. He had, 
therefore, every reason for resenting 
Dr. Graves’ influences. He must have 
seen with anger and dismay the in- 
fluence which Dr. Graves had ac- 
quired when he was made manager 
of his mother-in-law’s estate and he 
must have felt that there was nothing 
to prevent this influence being used 
to deprive him of any interest in the 
will, unless—the relations between 
the two were suddenly broken. He 


knew, of course, where Dr. Graves 
lived, and if he had any project of 
sending poison to his mother-in-law 
he would naturally have taken the 
precaution of mailing it from the vi- 
cinity of Boston. Of all the poisons, 
arsenic was at that-time the most ac- 
cessible to members of the public, 
whereas a physician would have had 
access to more refined poisons diffi- 
cult to detect. Both men, and prob- 
ably no one else, knew that Mrs. 
Barnaby was staying with the Wor- 
rells in Denver. It may be objected 
that no man could be so diabolical as 
first to commit a murder and then to 
fasten it upon an innocent man, but 
unfortunately the annals of crime 
(Concluded on Page 23.) 
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Things New and Old About the Bible 


Sanity and Common Sense 


By W. P. King 
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OME reasonable considera- 
tions will lessen the shock of 
the transition from the Old 
to the New. 

I. 
The explanation of the use 
of symbol and allegory for 
conveying moral and spiritual truth 
if generally circulated would do much 
to relieve our present confusion. 

A large measure of the difficulty 
has resulted from the failure of the 
matter-of-fact western mind to under- 
stand the eastern mind. The conflict 
of genesis and geology <csulted from 
the effort to hold genesis to scientific 
accuracy in the realm of geology. 
Symbol may as well,be used in de- 
scribing the beginning of the human 
as in describing the final destiny where 
there are gold-paved streets and gates 
of pearl. If it seems God’s purpose 
to convey truth in legend, then why 
Should the traditionalist assert that 
to give place to the symbolical is to 
destroy the authority of the scriptures. 
You will seldom find a literalist so 
strict as to hold in absolute literal- 
ism to a surgical operation by which 
a rib was taken from man and woman 
made or to the story of the serpent 
talking in human speech. 


F it served the divine purpose to 
reveal religious truth through leg- 
end in the first chapter of Genesis 
as well as in the other portions of the 
scripture, then why should the liter- 


alist make himself absurd by affirm- 
ing that all is actual fact or all Its 
false. 

Let us hope that church is mak- 
ing progress toward a Saner interpre- 
tation. 

Dr. Nolan R. Best writes: 

“Then there is a realm of symbol- 
ism_ in scriptures which all schools 
of Bible students would be equally 
loath to deny. Surely there are none 
to maintain that the Bible’s descrip- 
tions of the architecture of heaven 
are literal forecasts of the joys which 
await the redeemed in the immortal 
life. How poor wiuld be a heavenly 
city which could be described in guide- 
book fashion within the compass of 
an earth-born language. All. our 
tongues are weighted. down with lead- 
en words that have all been neces- 
sarily cast in physical molds. For 
things that exist in spiritual reality 
independent of the familiar forms of 
matter we have slight imagination 
and no vocabulary. God’s book can- 
not tell us more than our pens and 
tongues can say. He speaks perforce 
of golden streets and jewelled walls 
and rivers of the waters of life. But 
we shall none of us feel cheated if 
we find none of these things when 
God brings us to that “place of his 
abode.”’ If the gold and precious 
stones are not there, it will be plain 


to us that they served on earth well. 


and truthfully as symbols of glories 
far beyond our fleshly ken. And we 


shall be thankful to God that he put 
symbols into k's book.”’ 


ROF. George Jackson makes the 
pertinent observation: ‘‘We pro- 
sai¢ westerners with our stubborn 
common sense and matter-of-fact 
ways which turn the gossamer threads 
of fancy into the steel cords of fact, 
seem born to misunderstand a book 
which comes to us steeped in the sun- 
Shine and poetry of the east—ls it any 
exaggeration to say that one-half of 
the blunders we make about the Bible 
are due-to sheer want of imagina- 
tion?”

Another steadying consideration is 
found in that the vital faith has not 
been disturbed by changed concep- 
tions which the church has undergone. 
The Bible would long ago have been 
discarded as useless if the prophecies 
of its mistaken defenders had come 
true. 

Dr. Borden P. Bowne wrote: 
“There ,=has hardly been a. step of 
progress—social, sciéntific, econo- 
mic, religious—which has not been 
resisted as fatal to the claims of the 
Bible. Texts have been arrayed 
against astronomy, geology, political 
economy, philosophy, geography, re- 
ligious toleration, anti-slavery, mércy 
to decrepit old women called witches, 
anatomy, medicine, vaccination an- 
aesthetics, spinning mills, lightning- 
rods, life insurance, women speaking 


in church. All these have been de- 
Clared solemnly and with much emo- 
tion to make the Word of God non- 
effect. But all of us have got beyond 
most of these things, and most of us 
have got beyond all of them.” 


es we count ourselves Chris- 
tians still. For us the Word of God 
is not the text of the Bible but that 
revelation of what God is, and what 
he means, which he has made to us 
through the prophets and through his 
Son. The faith in this revelation has 
Survived across many changes of view 
concerning the Bible itself; and may 
survive many more.” 

The Bible displays its. unique di- 
vineness not so much because it has 
withstood the violent attacks of its 
enemies. It manifests its eternal 
character because it lives on in in- 


~creasing potency in spite of its friends. 


Its most dangerous, though uncon- 


scious enemies have been in the house- 


hold of the faith. There are intense, 
and we believe honest controversal- 
ists today who imagine that they are 
defending the Bible, when if their de- 
Clarations were accepted would re- 
sult in turning large numbers of st- 
dents of the scriptures into unbeliev- 
ers. We have occasion to be grate- 
ful that their influence is very limited 
and that men whom they falsely term 
rationalists are guiding the thought of 
Christendom into sane and safe chan- 
nels.

As the title implies, the principal 
figure is a woman with none of the 
Widow Céele’s Spartan courage and 
defiance but a submissive creature 
who drags out a stark existence with 
head bowed under the ostracism of her 
psalm-singing but unchristian neigh- 
bors. Only in the act of sacrificing 
life does her character rise above the 
dull level of a monotone. 


AS sixteen, Lize Burns was like the 
‘tender ferns that in cool, seclud- 
ed nooks among the hills, and with 


premature exposure to the white heat 
of life’s noon hour the fronds of her 
spirit wilted and died. Miss Vollmer 
presents one of the ‘“‘sunken, burned 
out lives,’’ which DuBose Heyward 
so graphically describes in his poem, 
The Mountain Girl, which begins:

HE greatest comunission ever 
issued to any organization in 
the world’s history is to be 
found in the closing verses 
of the last chapter of Mat- 
thew. 

, The last words that the 
ressurected Christ spoke to his dis- 
ciples in Galilee, whither they had 
gone “into a mountain where Jesus 
had appointed them,’’ make up the 
great commission: 


“And Jesus came and spake nonto ' 


them, saying, ‘All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth.’ 

“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghcst: 

“Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever 1 have command- 
éd you; and, lo, 1am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world.”’ 

Supplementing the great commis- 
sion, and emphasizing it, are the words 
of the Savicur to his disciples as set 
down in the first chapters of Acts— 
words spoken in answer to a question 
propounded by His disciples; a ques- 
tion which indicated that even after 
His resurrection the disciples did not 
fully comprehend the spiritual nature 
of His kingdom. 

They ask, “‘Wilt thou at this time 
restore the kingdom to Israel?’’ His 
reply was, “It is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own power.” 

Their curiosity was about a matter 
which did not concern them, but while 
their question was not one that could 
be answered with propriety, the Sav- 
iour gave them information that did 
concern them and which was of much 
greater importance. He _ informed 
them that they would receive power 
when the Holy Ghost came upon 
them and that they would then be His 
witnesses ‘‘both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.” 

He had prepared them for the work 
unto which they were called, and now 
He was about to leave them. Others 
would bear hearsay testimony, but His 
disciples were to give the testimony 
of eyewitnesses.

one would dare to give such a com- 
mission if He were not possessed of a 
supernatural knowledge and of a 
vision that transcended human knowl- 
edge. Matthew could not be in error 
in recording these words because no 
one could have imagined any such 
claim to power and authority. 


There are many religious teachers 
and many forms af religion, but Christ 
makes no distinction between them. 
In a few simple words He made a sur- 
vey of mankind, grouped them into 
nations, and calmly and confidently 
commissioned his disciples to convert 
them all, and to perform the sacred 
rite that symbolizes the washing away 
of sin and the purifying of the heart 


—‘“‘baptizing them in the name of the 


Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.”’ 


AVING provided for the gather- 

ing of all the people of all the 
earth into His church, He proceeded 
to instruct His disciples as to what 
they were tosay. They were to teach 
“them to observe all things whatso- 
ever | have commanded you.” 

His followers were not left in dark- 
ness as to what particular parts of His 
teachings were to be proclaimed by 
His followers; neither were they left 
free to pick out the doctrines which 
they liked best or to emphasize the 
lessons which seemed to them most 
appropriate, omitting the rest. He 
who spake as “never man spake”’ ut- 
tered nothing that was not worthy to 
be repeated over and over again. 

This command of our Saviour 
comes with special appropriateness at 
this time when some professing Chris- 
tians assume to censor His utterances 
and to eliminate such as do not con- 
form to their judgment. 

He gave the world a way by which 
forgiveness of sins may be secured; 
He took our sins upon Him; “‘by his 
stripes we are healed;’’ and He also 
gave a perfect code of morals appli- 
cable to every situation and to every 
day of our lives. He put in nothing 
that was unnecessary and, therefore, 
we cannot discard anything that He 
included. ; 


N reading these verses one is at a 
loss to know which sentence em- 
bodies the climax. It is difficult to 
conceive of anything more wonderful 
than an universal gospel and it is hard 
to imagine anything more important 
than the presentation of the gospel in 
its fullness and completeness. And yet 
what can be more thrilling than His 
promise to stand by His followers and 
second their efforts throughout all the 
ages, however long they may. be 
drawn out: 

“Lo, I am with you always, even 
unto the end of the world!”’ 

Men rise and reign and pass away; 
nations are born, go through a period 
of glory and die; civilizations wax and 
wane, but Jesus sheds a light undim- 


med by time and moves with majesty 
through unfolding ages—the abid- 
ing strength of all who put their trust 
in Him. As the presence of a par- 
ent allays the fears of a child, so the 
presence of Christ supplies the 
Strength needed in hours of darkness 
and trial. 

Christ is not only the “silent guest”’ 
in every home that welcomes Him, but 
Ht sits at every council table where 
the welfare of man is under considera- 
tion. As He met every suggestion of 
Satan in the season of temptation by 
answering, “It is written,’’ so we can 
find in His recorded words a solution 
for every problem that confronts us 
today or may arise hereafter. 


But even the promise of his pres- 
ence cannot surpass in its power to 
encourage the claims which He made 
to omnipotence: 

“All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.” 

It might seen sufficient for Christ 
to have all power on earth, where His 


followers are in daily conflict with 
“the world, the flesh, and the devil,” 
but the present life is but a small arc 
of the infinite circle of existence and 
Christ has the power to guarantee the 
rewards promised in the next world 
as well as the rewards promised in 
the present life. 


Does the Christian church realize 
the power that is back of it? 


It has faith in God’s power—the 
infinite power of a Creator. It has 
faith in the power of its crucified and 
risen Saviour. But does it realize that 
all power in heaven and in earth is 


available for the protection of God’s* 


children and for the establishment of 
righteousness in the ‘vorld? 


HRIST often rebuked those of His 

day with the phrase, “O, ye of 
little faith;’’ what language would He 
employ if He were here today and 
administered a rebuke? 


The church is the greatest organi- 
zation we have and is or only hope in 
the securing of moral reforms. The 
church was the outstanding influence 
in the securing cf national prohibition; 
it exerted more influence than any 
other one factor in the bringing of 
woman suffrage, which will in turn be 
felt in the settlement of every impor- 
tant question in all the future. 


The church has expended its ener- 
gy with great effect in advancing the 
cause of international peace, and re- 
cently it has secued a reduction in the 
hours of_labor (from twelve to eight) 
for the employes of the greatest cor- 
poration in the nation. 


When we examine what the church 
has done and is duing the work seems 
very large, but it is small in compari- 
son with the work which needs to be 
done and which could be done if all 


who profess Christ’s name applied His 


teachings to life. 

The lesson may be summed up in 
a sentence: Christ for all and forever 
—‘‘the way, the truth, and the life.’’

After I had explained myself, the 
word went round: 

‘‘Come look at this man: an Amer- 
ican king of dollars has come amongst 
= 

Since then the ordeal of the daily 
bath has proved embarrassing. Twen- 
ty or thirty out of the two hundred or 
so naked or half-dressed workers sur- 
round me with such a barrage of ques- 


tions that I hardly have time to dry 
myself and dress. 

‘“‘Why doesn’t America make these 
hateful French march away from here 
so we can buy your raw materials? 
Why doesn’t your dollar never cease 
to mount and so always to cheapen 
our mark? How much does an Amer- 
ican miner get per day? Wh-at! Sev- 
en doltars and a half! Ninety million 
marks! A day! My God! My God!” 

I had to add quickly that his work 
is less regular with us than here, in 
order to avoid a riot. 

— “If it were not for the water,’’ so 
one made himself the spokesman for 
the sentiment I’ve found everywhere, 
‘not one of us but would leave this 
miserable place of hunger and fear 


and start walking to your country to- 


morrow.”’

If the match of hunger, cold and des- 
peration is used to start a bonfire for 
smoking out this district here, can the 
world escape the danger of the con- 
flagration of a continent? But about 
that tomorrow.

A very courteous young Hollander with 
a pretty wife had been in this country but 
a few weeks when they boarded a crowded 
car with a business friend of the Holland- 


er’s and his middle-aged wife. There was 
but one seat available, and the American 
lady stood back to permit the other to be 
seated. The Hollander lady, who did not 
speak English, stood back deferentially and 
murmured something very prettily in her 
native tongue while her husband inter- 
preted. ‘‘My wife begs you to be seated,” 
he said, “because you are older than she 
is.” There was something in the glance 
of the American woman as she promptly 
took the seat that led the young Europeans 
to suspect that American middle-aged ladies 
do not like to be reminded of the honor 
that is due to their years. 


Of course a well-bred American man or 
woman does not make a break of that sort, 
ro matter what his attitude toward the 
woman who wishes 0 minimize her age. 

To an English aristocrat there is always 
the feeling that the woman who conceals 
her exact age is an ignobilis—that is, a 


person without claim to family prestige. 


To a great extent in European society gen- 
erally persons in good society are mem- 
bers of old and well-known families. No 
one who has not lived in England knows 


how impossible it is for a native-born 


English person to get away either from the 
facts of his or her family -history, or—if 
there is no family history—from the fact 
that she or he is an ignobilis. So well-born 
wonien in England generally are all listed 
and dated in some one of the books of 
English peerage or. gentry, and to trv to 
concéal the date put down there in black 
and white would be 2bsurd. A _ pretty 
actress of unknown family, or a nouvean- 
riche shopkeeper’s wife could conceal her 
age, but a duchess never! and so_ the 
cuchess does not try. It is all down in 
Burke’s peerage and a dozen other books 
that everyone has in his library. And since 
duchesses are socially more to be copied 
than pretty actresses or shop-keepers’ 
wives, be they ever so rich, the rest of 
British femininity takes the lead and makes 
less bones of age than we. 

Wherever there are old families and well- 
known families this sort of thing will hap- 
pen, and gradually the idea spreads about 
that the only woman who can hide her age 
is the woman of unimportant family. 

The idea that is behind this little bit of

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Your Dining-Room Table Between Meals 


HERE was a day, many years ago, 
when even in  well-appeinted 
hoases, the dining room table be- 
tween meals was covered with a 
heavy stuff cover.

T is not only the question of pay- 
ing for repairs that make for the 
difficulty in keeping a house in 
the pink of condition. The dif- 
ficulty also lies in seeing the need 

. repairs. And sometimes the 
need for a certain repair is perfectly patent, 
but what is lacking is some system of geiting 
the necessary work done. For instance, a 
certain door in your house sticks. You do 
not use the door very frequently, perhaps. 
kt may be the door to a guest room, to a 
supply closet or to the attic stairs. Natu- 
rally when you do use it you are very much 
tried by the sticking. But naturally you 
can do nothing about it at the time and 
the matter slips your mind till a later oc- 
casion, 

Certain weak places in the roof are apt 


to remind us of themselves only in the 


event of a very heavy storm. Small rains 
do not make them apparent. Then the 
large storm is upon us and we wonder how 
the matter ever happened to slip our mind.

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a carpenter come—always for one day, and 
for more if it is necessary. Twice a year 
a plumber comes. Twice a year comes a 
painter and paper hanger. It is a standing 
engagement just as ome would have with 
the dentist. 

With the carpenter the householder 
makes the tour of her entire house, testing 
every door and window to see that it is 
moving smoothly, that the locks are right 
and everything shipshape. Sometimes a 
little work is needed in closets, such as the 
placing of a wooden rod to hold clothes 
hangers. Sometimes a door sill has warped 
and needs only a little planing. Sometimes 
the carpenter’s services are called upon to 
make some trifling repair on a piece of fur- 
niture. But after he has finished there is 
nothing left that bammer or saw or plane 
need to do within that house. 


The plumber is told of any,obvious dif- 
ficulties, dripping faucets or leaking pipes. 
But aside from repairing these things, he 
personally goes the round of the house, 
making sure that every bit of plumbing is 
acting as well-behaved plumbing should. 

The painter follows up the carpenter to 
cover up any work that he may have done 
that needs to be rainted. But besides he 
touches up painted woodwork here and 
there, and in rooms where the walls are 
tinted and not papered he makes great 
headway in short time, removing blemishes 
by a little fresh tint. There is a surplus 
supply of the paper such as is used on ev- 
ery room in the Rouse and the painter, who 
also hangs paper, does a half dozen little 
repairs with this. 


Then, too, there are fern dishes. These, 
are not much used at present at meal times, 
but they are decidedly good for between- 
meal use. They may be placed directly on 
the table, or on a mirror, silver framed.

HE careful hostess uses a fairly 
large size napkin at dinner, al- 
though the extremely large dinner 
napkin, still favored in England, 
is not much used in this coun-

The napkio should be folded and ironed 
so that it is a square of sixteen thicknesses. 
The small napkin used for refreshments or 
sometimes for breakfast or luncheon should 
be folded four ply, or it may be folded again 
diagonally forming a triangJé or eight thick- 
nesses.

fuld the napkins in fancy shapes, and never 
should the napkin be placed wiihin the tum- 
bler after the manner of old-fashioned 
country hotels. 

It should be placed either on the cloth 
in front of the diner, on a service plate set 
there or at the right of the plate if an 
appetizer or soup is at the place when you 
sit down. 

If you have house guests and 
afford to have a fresh napkin at every meal, 
you should at least have a fresh napkin at 
ainner time.
